Moving : at Granite Block 


Rolled Eight Miles Over Bad Roads 
to Railroad 


A novel method of transporting a 
thirty-five ton block of Téxas granite 


‘}to the railroad is described and illus- 


trated in Enginecring and Contract- 
ing (Chicago). Says this paper:  - 
“The quarry from which this gran- 
ite was taken is situated cight miles 
from the town of Llano, the nearest 
railroad station. A poor road and 
veak bridges connected the two. Fur- 
thermore, there were no wagons in 
the vicinity capable of handling this 
weight, so that it was decided that 
the only practical method of trans- 
porting the stone was to roll it. to the 
railroad. ‘This was done by _ tying 
small logs to the stone with wire 
rope, which acted as a tire and as 
protection to the block, The motive 
power was supplied by an _ engine 
mounted on a truck which followed 
the path of the rock. The block was 
moved forward by unwrapping a wire 
rope which had been previously wrapt 
around it, by winding the other end 
on the drum of the engine. The fric- 
tion between the block and the rough 
road prevented it from traveling. fast- 
ter than desired down the grades. 
Several streams were crossed but no 
unusual difficulty was experienced. 
When the block reached its destina- 
tion it was finished to size seven feet 
square by ten feet before being -plac- 
ed on the railroad car. Its final rest- 
ing place is the Terry Ranger Monu- 
ment on the capitol grounds in Aus- 
tin, “Texas.” ‘

Government Aid 


Leave Owners Reasonable 
Margin and Limit Export 


Four-fifths of the’ world’s output of 
pearl shell comes from Australiasian 
waters, but the war has hit the ro- 
mantic business hard. Pearlers are 
getting considerably less for . their, 
product than three or four years ago 
before the great conflict began—not- 
withstanding the cost of operation 
and that of freights is far higher. 
. Most of the pearling fleet is: laid 
up and the few boats that are at 
work at ‘Thursday and Broome Is- 
lands in the South Pacific, are in 
commission only to keep the hands 
employed.. Before the war shellers 
on the West Australian 
coast and therefore on the Indian 
Ocean side of the continéAt got as 
much for shell as $1,150 a ton on the 
spot; but now the price has dropped 
to $550. This permits’ of no profits. 

This is a state of affairs far re- 
moved from that when four speci- 
mens sold for $85,000 and another 
was obtained which is: valued at $25,- 
000. The story runs, among Austra- 
lian pearlers that one of the Vander- 
bilt family paid $12,000 for a single 
stone.

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SCULLING WAS ONCE 
WORLD'S BIG SPORT 


er Craftsmen—Praise for the 
King of them All 


Canada was once very prominent in 
the single sculling game and mainly 
through one man, Edward Hanlan. Of 
him James G. Rice, the great rowing 
coach once said: I am anxious to 
have myself on-record ag holding that 
no. man has yet equalled the achieve- 

ents of “Edward Hanlan of the Is- 
and” in the game of rowing. 
knew a finer oarsman, I never met a 
ptraighter man. He met his opponents 
without fear or favor. He rowed un- 
der all conditions and in many coun- 
tries. In the days when the sport pro- 
duced the greatest men in its annals 
he fought his way to the top and held 
the crown for four yeats. In short— 
he was the best ever. In all the time 
that he was rowing, between 1874 and 
1884, he took part in over 350 races. 
It would be a hard task to tell of his 
victories, but it is a very easy one to 
tell of his defeats, for they were so 
few and far between. After being foul- 
ed by Elliott at Barrie in 1879 he row- 
ed a dead heat with old Jim Riley of 
Saratoga, and on his refusal to row 
over again the race was technically 
awarded to Jim. In 1880 he lost out 
in a regatta at Washington when he 
got a stitch in his side. His next de- 
feat was the beginning of his downfall, 
in 1884, when he made the trip to Aus- 
tralia and was beaten by Beach. The 
climate was too much for him there, 
and he never egain reached the 
heights. he held previously, though he 
did row in competition as late as 1896. 

“Straightest and Greatest” 

Those were. great days for the row- 
ing game. Fortunes were wagered on 
the races, and, though many charges 
and countercharges of unfairness were 
hurled around, Ned -Hanlan went 
through his entire career without a 
smirch on his character. At the time 


of his death The London Times said | 


editorially that he 
and greatest oarsm@ that ever sat in 
a shell. He was thé idol of all Can- 
ada, for he was the first Canadian to 
really bring the world’s supremacy in 
any one line to the Dominion. I know 
personally that he was offered $30,000 
to quit in a race for the world’s cham- 
pionship. It was all he could do to 
keep from knocking down the man 
who made the attempt to bribe him. 
* The Great Professionals 

It is well to remember that Hanlan 
fought his way to the front at the time 
when professional rowing was at its 
zenith. It. was when such men as 
Wallace Ross, Jim Riley, Fred Plaist- 
ed;.Charlie Courtney, Jake Gaudaur, 
Erastus Rogers, Pat Luther, Hosmer 
Teemer, Trickett, Laycock, Lee, an 
other such scullers were in tite field 
that. the young Canadian flashed to 
the front and held his position for 
years. In those days scullers and 
that have 
been long since forgotten or neglect-

|German Influence in Mexico 


Trying to Bring That Country Into 
Conflict With United States 


There is every indication a 
influence of Germany fe at 
Mexico in an effort te bring that 
country. into conftict with the United 
States, and thus necessitate the 
sending of a large vy of poops 
there which would otherwise 
sent to the west front. At the same 
time Germany is striving to prevent 
the vast oil supply of exico from 

etting to the allies for the opera- 
tlon of ships of all kinds, as well as 
for military purposes, by using her 
utmost influence with the Mexican 
government. 

A break with Mexico would also 
compel the United States to divert 
as many battleships as possible to 
the port of Tampico. ‘This import- 
ant port, which is the great centre of 
the Mexican oil industry, is situated 
on the Panuco. river, seven miles 
from the sea, and is at present guard- 
ed by American battleships. to pra- 
tect the interests of American _ oil 
companies. ; 

Mexican oil is being extensively 
used at the present time on allied 
vessels and the oil decree of Presi- 
dent Carranza, amounting as it does 
practically to confiscation of the 
claims of British and American com- 
panies, would scriously hamper the 
allied naval operations. The Mexican 
government, replying to a_ protest 
from Great Brituin, declared that it 
does not recognize the right of any 
foreign government to protest 
against such decrees, and that it is 
free to adopt such fiscal legislation 
as it thinks fit. It suggests that re- 
course to the courts would be the 
proper method of determining wheth- 
er the oil lands decree was unjust 
and confiscatory. The governments 
of Great Britain and the United 
States have joined in a diplomatic 
effort to induce Mexico to alter this 
decree.
